Byrnes Forces 
Say President 
Non-Committal 


CHICAGO, July 17.—(4)—Pres- 
ident Roosevelt let it be known 
tonight he would vote for renomi- 
nation of Henry A. Wallace as vice 
president—if he were a delegate 
to the Democratic convention— 
but he left it up to the convention 
itself to make a choice. 

In a letter mad public by Sena- 
tor Samuel Jackson, of Indiana, 
permanent convention chairman, 
Mr. Roosevelt said he did not wish 
to appear to be dictating to the 
party conclave. 

Senator Burnet R. Maybank, of 
South Carolina, booster for War 
Mobilization Director James F. 
Byrnes, said the letter “leaves the 
convention open.” But a Wallace 
backer predicted the vice presi- 
dent’s renomination on the second 
ballot.

There was no immediate com. 
ment from lieutenants of Senate 
Majority Leader Alben W. Bark- 
ley, who say they will place his 
name in nomination for the vice 
presidency. Barkley is to nomi- 
nate Mr. Roosevelt for a fourth 
term Thursday. 

Other reaction to the Presi- 
dent’s statement ranged from an 
assertion by Rep. Thomas D’Ales- 
andro Jr., of Maryland, that “Wal- 
lace is out,” to a remark by Sern.

Surprises Nazis 


ROME, July 17.—#)—Allied 
forces bored steadily into German 
defenses across Italy today, Brit- 
ish Eighth Army troops bursting 
across the Arno river northwest of 
the captured provincial capital of 
Arezzo at the center of the front 
and American troops driving with- 
in four miles of the heart of Li- 
vorno on the west coast. 


The swift advance of Eighth 
Army tanks and infantry beyond 
Arezzo, which they stormed early 


'yesterday, so surprised the enemy 


that they were unable to destroy a 
bridge across the Arno. Engineers 


‘| who had been assigned to blow up 


the span were seized by the speed- 
ing Allies. 

The point where the crossing 
was effected is approximately 32 
miles southeast of Florence and 
perhaps 20 miles south of the en- 
/emy’s “Gothic line” defenses run- 
ining from Florence to Rimini on 
the Adriatic sea. Hard fighting was 
reported raging tonight around the 
bridgehead, just south of the vil- 
lage of Castiglion Fibocchi. 

An official Allied announcement 
tonight said that “a general ad- 
vance has been made-along the 
whole front, but strong German re- 
sistance is expected along the line 
of the Arno to the sea and thus 
further progress through the 
mountains between Arezzo and 
Florence may be expected to be 
hard fought and difficult.” 

Yank troops driving directly up 
the west coast reached the edge of 
Montenero, four miles from the 
heart of Livorno, and_ drove the 
enemy from Mt. Maggiore, four 
and a half miles southeast of the 


‘harbor. Eighteen miles inland an-

The Germans, hidden in the 
rubble and tunneled under the 
ruins like Stalingrad in minia- 
ture, fought back fiercely, left 
30 of their tanks wrecked in the 
wake of two counterattacks, and 
it appeared that the final reduc- 
tion of St. Lo still was several 
days away.

Dr. Clarke rubbed iis eyes, too, 
when he found the sample showed 
7.4 per cent butterfat and was ap- 
parently normal sweetmilk.

“And do you know, that calf 
is giving about a quart of milk 
a day.”

Pioneer, Dies 


Patrick Henry Calhoun, who 
saw Atlanta grow from a tiny 
village to the outstanding city of 
the southeast, died Sunday at the 
age of 93 at the National Elks’ 
Home at Bedford Hall, Va. His 
body is being taken to Griffin for 
funeral services and burial there 
in the cemetery with his wife and 
son. Funeral arrangements. will 
be announced by the Griffin Elks’ 
Lodge. 

During his lifetime Calhoun had 
the opportunity to observe most of 
the outstanding episodes in At- 
lanta’s life. A schoolboy of 10 
at the time of the siege of Atlanta, 
Calhoun was sent in a box car as 
a refugee to Thomaston, as Sher- 
man advanced from Marietta. His 
father, mayor of Atlanta at that 
time, is the one to whom Sherman 
is reported to have made his fa- 
mous comment, “War is hell.” 

For 53 years a clerk in the Ful- 
ton county ordinary’s office, Cal- 
houn lived in Atlanta until five 
years ago, at which time he re- 
tired and moved to Bedford Hall. 
On a visit to his native city last 
May he recounted enthusiastical- 
ly, in his thick Scotch burr, tales of 
Atlanta’s youth.

Where Is Solomon? 


Occupancy of a position in which one must judge the acts of 
others must be a very trying post. We would certainly hate to 
be the recorder’s court judge in Atlanta today. 

Into that court are scheduled to come 16 youthful miscreants. 
They have been charged with “suspicion of malicious mischief,” 
because one night last week they, with 10 others of juvenile court 
age, banded together as “The Little Five Points Gang” and 
stealthily moved against what they said was a similar organiza- 
tion of youngsters in Kirkwood who paid them a rather trouble- 
some visit the night of July 4. 

Not finding their opponents, the youngsters turned to breaking 
out store windows and otherwise damaging property of Kirkwood 
merchants. Police estimated the damage at about $1,000. 

Was their action merely the outgrowth of war conditions? 
It is rather natural for youngsters to play at war, when all about 
them deals with war news and stories of heroes and details of 


and real war. 

But the breaking of store windows and damage to property 
adds importance to the case. It removes it from boisterous 
boyishness to the seriousness of crime, from pranksterism to 
gangsterism. 

While the Kirkwood merchants might be able to smile at small 
pranks that kids will pull on each other, they cannot smile at 
$1,000 worth of damage. : 

One settlement, if courts and parents see it that way, may 
be for the parents to make up a pool and pay for the damage. 
And then for the kids to be made to earn enough money to 
repay their parents. This might give them the proper slant on 
property rights of others. 

But, as we said, we would hate to have to be the judge in 
the case. Certainly in dealing with so many youngsters, the 
wisdom of Solomon is the thing needed most.

Wallace’s Future 


Is Still in Doubt 


CHICAGO.—Delegations arriving today, Geor- 
gia’s among them, found the topic still Henry A. 

Wallace and the fight against his renomination 
as the President’s running mate. 

It may be well to put down the attitude of the Georgia dele- 
gation, because I think it typical of the attitude of all southern 
delegations not pledged to a favorite son, as North Carolina, for 
instance, is pledged to its Gov. Len Broughton. 

Many of the delegates personally do not care for Wallace. But 
they realize that the only reason the nation likely will want Roose- 
velt and the only reason Roosevelt consents to be a candidate is 
because of the war leadership. 

So, while Roosevelt is not attempting to dictate to the conven- 
tion, it is known that he prefers Wallace. Most of those who do 
not personally prefer Wallace will vote for him when the Georgia 
delegation has its caucus, for that reason and that reason alone. 

It comes down to a question of what the President asks to con- 
tinue in the war job and so most of those who oppose Wallace will 
vote for him because of the President’s position. 

It is not, and never has been, a question of being for Wallace. 
But many of this delegation have sons in service. They shiver at 
the thought of Dewey sitting down with Churchill and Stalin and 
insisting on making a few changes just to satisfy his isolationist 
support. They and millions of Americans with boys in service want 
Franklin D. Roosevelt continued for that one reason. The three lead- 
ers are doing all right. The heart is dictating millions of votes in 
this campaign between Roosevelt and Dewey. 

It should be made clear that Gov. Ellis 


THOSE OPPOSING , 
Arnall has not attempted to dictate the 


choice of Henry A. Wallace. Gov. Arnall’s position, as a delegate 
and as chairman, is exactly as outlined. 

As a matter of fact, there are a few who will vote against 
Wallace in the caucus. Let us take, as an example, my good 
friends, Johnny Bouhan and Spencer Grayson, of Chatham, county. 
When they were named as delegates to the convention they wrote 
the Governor and told him they could not vote for Wallace and 
thought he should know it. He wrote them back they were at 
perfect, liberty in so far as he was concerned to vote as they chose. 
He was not asking them or anyone else to pledge his vote. 

So, it may be assumed that these two at least will oppose 
Wallace in the caucus. 

They are for the President but the vice presidential outlook 
leaves them unhappy. They do not see anyone they really like in 
the list of those suggested as vice presidential possibilities, un- 
less it be Sam Rayburn, of Texas, speaker of the house. 

This factor, incidentally, makes it easy for those who do not 
care for Wallace but who will vote for him because the President 
has indicated he wants him, to take their position. They do not 
see anyone in the field who would add any rea] strength to the 
ticket. Most of them do not care for Barkley. Indeed, there is 


almost a total lack of Barkley enthusiasm in the Georgia delegation. 


They do not like the idea of Barkley’s statement at the time of 
the tax veto message, to be played on the Republican phonograph 
from now until November. 

Most of them feel that Wallace is the better of the two. If it 
should come down to a straight-out Barkley and Wallace test, they 
could go for Wallace without any qualms. 


THE OUTLOOK My own idea is that Wallace still is short 
of enough votes to nominate him. I am sure 


he will be well out in front on the first ballot, and the second. 
After the second ballot the delegations who have voted for favorite 
sons will begin to go to him, or they, and others, will go to another 
candidate. If they go, he is lost. 


It is possible that some compromise candidate may be the win- 
ner. Certainly there will be such a candidate if Barkley shows no 
real strength on the third and fourth ballots. 


Not being a delegate, my own position is entirely unimportant. 
But, in response to queries, I will say that I think Henry A. 
Wallace is one of the finest men in public life. He has been badly 
mistreated by deliberate misinterpretation and misquoting on the 
part of his enemies, but I happen to be one who thinks that while 
Roosevelt will win it will be a fight, and so my own preference for 
the ticket would be Harry Truman, of Missouri, if I were a dele- 
gate and Wallace were out of the picture. 


You may be sure that behind the scenes there are some terrific 
struggles going on. Wallace’s chances lie almost entirely with the 
four big state delegations from New York, Pennsylvania, Illinois 
and New Jersey, with perhaps California and Ohio added to make 
six. 

As I write, only Pennsylvania has indicated its choice. 
Wallace. If the others come along, Wallace is in. 


There are heavy labor votes in five of these six states. The 
Repyblicans are making much of the CIO indorsement of Wallace. 
It must not be forgotten that John L. Lewis, of the Mine Workers, 
and Bill Hutcheson, of the AFL, were strongly in evidence at the 
Dewey convention and will support Dewey with money and some 
votes. The Mine Workers are strong in Pennsylvania and Illinois. 
And labor has, to an unknown degree, left Roosevelt. 

So, there it is as the delegations found it on arrival Monday. 
Wallace is not yet nominated. He has at least 250 votes pledged, 
which makes him a front runner. But the issue is in real doubt.

It was dated 
from Normandy and makes the sixth or seventh 
received from the son there, since he went ashore 
on June 6, D-Day. 

“I have acquired,” it continues, “a little French pup. He is a 
cute little fellow and follows me wherever I go. He loves to ride 
In a jeep. I am going to try and take him with me to Berlin, if 
the going doesn’t get too tough... .” 


It is probable that a lot of the boys now in France and Italy 
have acquired such mascots. And, if they can't bring them home 
with them after the job is done, there's going to be a lot of sadness 
- both sides. For what can get closer to your heart than a faithful 

og? 

Of course, if they go back to England before sailing for home, 
that settles the problem. For there is a rigid quarantine for dogs 
entering England. Six months, I believe it is. Every now and 
then there is a lot of sentiment-inspired anger by some individual or 
other against this rule. But the British are inflexible in its en- 
forcement. And they are right. There hasn’t been a case of rabies 
in England for many, many years. 

The U. S. has no such rigid rule, so, if the boys sail direct from 
a French port, all they’ll have to do is get permission to bring 
their pets on the4ransport or smuggle ’em on board and, somehow, 
keep them hidden from authority for the voyage. There is, how- 
ever, a fee of $5 per canine to be paid when they come ashore. 
Remember the story of the sailor who kept his dog on board the 
first night, thinking he could smuggle her ashore the next day and 
thus save the $5 payment? And he had to pay it, anyway, as well 
as an additional $30 for the six puppies born that night. 


OPTIMISM’ While I, for one, am holding on to a hunch that 

Germany will holler “uncle” and give up the hope- 
less fight this fall—say, about October—these letters from the boy 
in France display a degree of optimism which is heart-warming and 
which speaks a lot for morale among our men, but which are 
slightly overoptimistic. 

His first letter after D-Day, dated June 12, ended with “I'll 
write you next from Paris on July 4.” Time has proven that set 
too tough a schedule. 

Now, you notice, he is planning on taking his dog into Berlin.

MORE MAIL Since! started typing this column, another batch 
of mail has reached my desk. With another 

item from Normandy. This is a copy of the first issue of the Army 

overseas newspaper, “The Stars and Stripes,” delivered to our 

forces in France. It was a special “liberation” edition, dated June 12. 

It is stated on the front page that, beginning with that issue, 
the paper will be delivered daily to all the men in France, just as 
it was when they were in England. 

It contains a lot of good reports on the first week’s operations 
after the invasion. The best story, the one which reads as most 
authentic, is by our own Ernie Pyle. 

There are some excellent pictures, shots of the great armada of 
thousands of ships that crossed the channel on that historic day 
of invasion, scenes of the men wading onto the beaches for the 
attack and pictures of the commanding officers. 

Pictures of targets hit by our air forces and of Bayeux, first 
French town taken by our troops. 

There is, also, a summary of baseball reports and standings 
from the States, with not only majors, but minor league results 
and standings, including the Southern League. 

There is a story about the services in churches over here, for 
prayers for the safety of those over there and for the success of 
their magnificent undertaking. 

There are pictures of German prisoners—some puzzled, some 
subdued, and some still arrogant, from their pose and expressions. 

And there are the two comic strips which the men evidently 
like best, brought up to date with four strips for each. 

One is Terry and the Pirates and the other Li'l Abner. 

It is a fascinating newspaper. And I’m going to try and keep 
it among “my souvenirs,” as an historic item that the son will want 
to see again after he comes home and that his children and grand- 
children will prize many years from now.

PEGLER ~ 
Gallant Soldier 


NEW YORK, July 17.—‘He was 
the most gallant soldier and of- 
ficer and gentleman that I have 
ever known, and I make no ex- 


ceptions,” Maj. Gen. R. O. Barton, 
commander of the Fourth Division, 
said of Brig. Gen. Theodore Roose- 
velt when young Ted died of ex- 
haustion in Normandy. That could 
express the opinion of others who 
had the privilege of knowing 
young Ted and I dare say that 
others besides me feel truly hum- 
ble in the presence of this great 
American’s character and honored 
by the personal friendship of a 
man who always was naive in his 
patriotism and a _ simple funda- 
mentalist in personal honor. 

Young Ted held fast to his 
ideals all through a time of popu- 
lar cynicism when his continuing 
interest in soldiering, as the per- 
sonal duty of a citizen to his coun- 
try, was rewarded with the blase, 
alcoholic sneers of a licentious in- 
telligentsia and he was called, 
variously, a perpetual Boy Scout 
and an American Junker. At one 
stage of his long trial he was de- 
picted as an aristocratic feudalist 
because some member of his fami- 
ly had said, or written, unguarded- 
ly, that when, in France in the 
first World War, he was sent to a 
hospital, gassed and wounded, he 
was restless to get back to “his 
troops.” 

This was held to be an uncon- 
scious revelation of the aristocrat’s 
feeling that the soldiers of his bat- 
talion were, so to speak, his serfs, 
an interpretation which would be 
resented by men who served with 
him in either war. Incidentally 
on that occasion when he was 
restless to get back to “his troops” 
he went back against orders in 
order to lead them in a new at- 
tack. 


Little Fellow 


Young Ted was a slight and 
little fellow physically and so po- 
lite to louder but lesser persons 
that one who did not know him 
might have met in a crowd one 
of the finest American soldiers, 
one of the great patriots of Ameri- 
can history and passed him quick- 
ly by unimpressed, to join some 
wittier group across the room. 
Not that he was at all reticent, for 
Ted was garrulous in his mood. 
But he remained a Kipling type, 
fond of soldier stories and heroic 
poetry when patriotism was being 
ridiculed as the folly of the masses 
and the treaty of Brest-Litovsk 
was clamorously praised as smart 
business by Leon Trotsky, even 
though it turned the German 
armies undeservedly against the 
Americans in the west and left the 
Communists free to organize the 
terror that begot Mussolini and 
Hitler and, eventually, the present 
war. 

In politics, young Ted had been 
eliminated early, for when Al 
Smith laughed him off in their 
campaign for the governorship in 
1924 with the remark that “the 
young feller ain’t there” he meas- 
ured his opponent’s political size 
with an accurate eye. For a num- 
ber of reasons he just wasn’t there 
as a politician, which was unfor- 
tunate, for his ideals were de- 
cency in private and public life 
and pure patriotism. 


As head of the clan of Repub- 
lican or “out of season Roose- 
velts,” he was overshadowed dur- 
ing the reign of those whom he 
called the Mavericks and it is one 
of my own regrets that, under the 
political hypnotism of contrast re- 
peal and the strains of “Happy 
Days Are Here Again” I once add- 
ed my voice to the scoffing in dis- 
credit of a man whose quality 
the country, to its damage, did 
not know. 

He fought, in the circle of his 
acquaintance the propaganda that 
but self-expres- 
sion and that poverty was an ade- 
quate excuse for bad morals. He 


poor or rich, owed their children 
a good example and should main- 
tain the family unit and the home 
at any sacrifice. I never knew a 
man more loyal to his word, 

On the train for the 1936 Re- 
publican convention, young Ted 
and another Republican, one of 
the richest men in America, sat at 
a table opposite Heywood Broun 
and me. It was open season and 
we were needling all Republicans. 
Presently, the millionaire offered 
to bet us each $100 to $50 that 
the Republican nominee, whoever 
he might be, would beat Frank 
Roosevelt. We grabbed him in a 
stampede. 

Two days before election, he 
wired us, wanting to renege. I let 
him off the hook, but Broun 
wouldn’t. A few days after the 
election young Ted sent me a 
check for $50. He had an impres- 
sion that he had taken half of the 
Republican end of my bet. I sent 
it back, explaining that he was 
not involved and that, anyway, it 
had been called off. Again he 
sent his check, insisting that in- 
asmuch as he had thought he was 
down for $50 he ought to pay. 
Again I sent it back and I havé 
lost the correspondence, but I be- 
lieve he settled the problem with- 
in himself by giving $50 to the 
Boy Scouts.

Clock-Winding 
Becoming a Lost Art? 


It is, IT must admit, without too much con- 
cern that I have witnessed, during recent years, 
the inroads of mechanization which have re- 
sulted in the throwing of men out of work. 


Whitney invented the cotton gin and millions of seed picker- 
outers had to find new jobs elsewhere; Edison perfected the electrie 
light and other millions, who had spent hours each day cleaning 
lampshades, were left with time on their hands; Ford popula 
the automobile and countless thousatid@s who had forged a career 
in blacksmithdom and the livery stable field were forced to return to 
new lines of endeavor. 


It was, to be sure, a distressing trend to many minds. But not 
to me. “Progress is progress,” I told myself. “There will always 
be something for men to do, even if it’s only to oil the mechanical 
monsters which displaced them.” 


Of late, however, I’ve changed my tune. Greater and greater 
has grown my anxiety as, in county after county, the courthouse 
clocks have been electrified. 


It has been my one ambition, ever since three-cornered days, to 
grow up to be a clock-winder. While other small-fry dreamed of 
running street cars or becoming—as the copybooks, ignoring Roose- 
velt, assured them well they. might—President of these United 
States, I had my eye on a higher goal: I wanted to be the keeper 
of the clock in some county seat where the hourly strikings of the 
tower timepiece reverberated far beyond the city limits. 


Clock-winding, of a certainty, is an occupation to which the 
most lethargic can aspire. Practically all the courthouse clocks in 
Georgia were installed around the turn of the century, when spring- 
making was still an unlost art, and seldom indeed will you find one 
which will not keep fairly accurate time for at least a week on 
one winding. 


Yet, undeniably, it is an important job in the life of any well- 
regulated community and it is a profession, moreover, in which, 
now that the trains are no longer dependable, one can expect little 
competition.

Betting Odds Tell 
Election Story Well 


CHICAGO.—First betting odds on the com- 

ing presidential election, as just announced by a 

td St. Louis brokerage firm, confirm the appraisal 

pi re made of Republican chances by seasoned ob 

servers at the time Gov. Thomas E. Dewey received his party’s 
nomination at the recent Republican convention here. 

The odds rate President Roosevelt a 3-to-l1 favorite to win re 
election in November. In other words, the Dewey backers require 
three dollars to be put up for every one they will wager on their 
own candidate’s election. 

Truth of the matter is that little money is now available even 
at those one-sided rates. The brokers have named the odds, but it 
is doubtful that they will be able to produce any. considerable 
amount of funds to cover offerings of Roosevelt supporters. 

Very few wagers have been noted on the contest thus far. And 
it has not been due to any lack of Roosevelt money. In Washing- 
ton, at least, the President’s backers have been flaunting green- 
backs in the faces of Republicans—with few takers. It was the 
same way at Chicago at the time Dewey was nominated. ~ 

Republican optimism over the election hasn’t reached the stage 
thus far where members of the party are willing to back up their 
hopefulness with any sizable chunk of change. It has already come 
to be a joke around the National Press Club in Washington how 
members of the Republican national committee publicity staff take 
to cover every time a Roosevelt enthusiast waves a $10 bill as an 
invitation for a bet. No amount. of odds seems to tempt them. 


HEAVIEST ODDS Not since 1932, which marked Mr. Roose- 

velt’s first election, has a Republican presi- 
dential candidate started out a campaign with the odds so heavy 
against him. In that year most everyone, even the Republicans, 
conceded President Hoover’s defeat from the outset. 

But even then it was possible to get Hoover money at cheaper 
rates than those just announced by the St. Louis brokerage house. 
Alf Landon, the worst defeated major party candidate in all history, 
commanded far better support in. 1936—at least at the start. 

Four years ago Wendell L. Willkie, after blitzing the Repub 
lican convention, started out as an almost equal favorite to win. 
It was not until later in the campaign that the odds on him sluffed 
off to make Mr. Roosevelt the decided. favorite, 

One of the ablest newspaper commentators in the country— 
Sir Willmott Lewis, for 20 years the Washington correspondent of 
the London Times—made this distinction between the 1940 and 1944 
ae at the time the Republicans nominated their ticket in 

icago. 

Whereas Willkie started out the campaign at the zenith of his 
strength, he said, Dewey began at about the lowest ebb of any 
presidential candidate since Hoover. 

That is why some observers see the possibility of him being a 
worse defeated candidate than Landon. The star political man of 
the New York Times, for one, is making such predictions. And 
he has been anything but a Roosevelt supporter during the past 
several years. 

All such predictions, of course, are made on a basis of the 
present outlook as it may be seen through the haze of uncertain war 
events. The future may usher in developments which will en- 
tirely change the situation. 

But at the moment there is no reason to question the soundness 
of the odds offered by the St. Louis betting commissioners. If 
anything, they are conservative. And the best proof of this is that 
there is very little Dewey money available even at these prices. 

If the youthful New York Governor shows up no better than that 
in the final betting he will probably end up in November with 
fewer electoral votes than Willkie gained four years ago. The 
smart money is seldom wrong.

It had been a comfortable 
home, not a fine one, but one of 
the most important centers of the 
community, for the Doctor was a 
well-read man as well as a skill- 
ful physician, and his wife, too, 
was better educated than the av- 
erage. 

But several air-line miles away 
lived two ladies who knew the 
answer I was seeking. As a boy, 
Asa Singleton lived for several 
years in the Bivins home, 
springtime, and knew the two 
girls as “Waif” and “Laura.”

He would lie in 
the shade and read Plato, Homer, 
Macauley, Gibbon—anything and 
everything.” 

BOOKS AND ABILITY 

So that was it—books. Books 
and ambition and ability. The 
combination is not new, it was 
already old when young Abe Lin- 
coln studiéd by firelight, but ap- 
parently it is still effective. Asa 
Singleton attended school subse- 
quently at Reynolds and still later 
at the University of Georgia. 
He served in the Spanish-Ameri- 
can War, saw service in the Phil- 
ippines, Hawaii, Alaska, partici- 
pated in World War I and died 
a brigadier general, the command- 
ing officer of the largest infan- 
try’ school in the world.

Then an American soldier came 
running up the street shouting for 
He 
said a man was badly wounded 
just ahead. He was extremely 
excited, yelling, and getting mad- 
der because there was no medic 
in sight. 


Word was passed down the line, 
and pretty soon a medic came out 
of a doorway and started up the 
street. The excited soldier yelled 
at him and began cussing, and the 


| medic broke into a run. They ran 


past the tanks together, and up 
the street a way, then ducked into 
a doorway. 


On the corner just across the 
street from where we were stand- 
ing was a smashed pillbox, It 
was in a cut-away corner like the 
entrances to some of our corner 
drugstores at home, except that 
instead of there being a door there 
was a pillbox of reinforced con- 
crete, with gun slits. 

The tank boys had shot it to 
extinction and then moved their 
tank up even with it to get the 
range of the next pillbox. That 
one was about a block ahead, set 
in a niche in the wall of a build- 
ing. That’s what the boys had 
been shooting at when their tank 
was hit. They knocked it out, 
however, before being knocked out 
themselves. 


A LULL 

For an hour there was a lull in 
the fighting. Nobody did anything 
about a third pillbox, around the 
corner. Our second tank pulled 
back a little and just waited. In- 
fantrymen worked their way up 
‘to second-story windows and fired 
their rifles up the side street with- 
out actually seeing anything to 
shoot at. 


Now and then blasts from a 
20-mm. gun would splatter the 
buildings around us. Then our 
second tank would blast back in 
that general direction, over the 
low roofs, with its machine gun. 
There was a lot of dangerous- 
sounding noise, but I don't think 
anybody on either side got hit. 


Then we saw coming up the 
street, past the wrecked German 
truck I spoke of, a group of Ger- 
man soldiers. An officer walked 
in front, carrying a red cross flag 
‘on a stick. Bob Capa, the pho- 
‘tographer, braved the dangerous 
‘funnel at the end of the side street 
where the damaged tank stood, 
leapfrogging past it and on down 
the street to meet the Germans. 


First he snapped some pictures 
of them. Then, since he speaks 
German, he led them on back to 
our side of the invisible fence of 
battle. Eight of them were car- 
rying two litters bearing two 
wounded German soldiers. The 
others walked behind with their 
hands up. They went on past us 
to the hospital. We assumed that 
they were from the second kneck- 
ed-out pillbox. 

FINALLY CLEARED ' 

I didn’t stay to see how the re- 
maining pillbox was knocked out. 
But I suppose our second tank 
eventually pulled up to the corner, 
turned, and let the pillbox have 
it. After that the area would be 
clear of everything but snipers. 

The infantry, who up till then 
jihad been forced to keep in door- 
ways, would now continue up the 
street and poke into the side 
streets and into the houses until 
everything was clear. 

That’s how a strong point in a 
‘city is taken. At least that’s how 
ours was taken. You don’t always 
have tanks to help, so you don’t 
always do it with so little shed- 
ding of blood. 


bling when we started in on this 
strong point, which was one of 
the last, and they didn’t hold on 
too bitterly. But we didn’t know 
that when we started. 

I hope this has given you a faint 
idea of what street fighting is like. 
If you got out of it much more 
than a headful of confusion then 
you’ve got out of it exactly the 
same thing as the soldiers who 
do it.

The Political Consequences of Russia’s Advance 


The Soviets know that they will 
need an immediate administra- 
tion for the parts of Polish soil 
liberated by the Red armies. 


They positively reject the west- 
ern example of Allied Military 
Governments. They regard Po- 
land as an ally and an independ- 
ent nation and have no intention 
of governing it even temporarily 
by Soviet military authorities. 


Nor. do they intend to wait for 


ministration until they _ are 
Warsaw. A Polish administration) 
will be created the moment Rus- 
sian troops enter either Lublin, 
in southern ‘Poland, or Lomzha 
in the north, It is still hoped 
that these administrations will be 
created by a reorganized Polish 
government-in-exile, but if the 
deadlock continues, the Russians 
will still not recognize the Union 
of Polish Patriots, organized in 
Moscow as the new provisional 
government for they will . still 
want to keep the way open for 
unity—they do not want to cre- 
ate an irreparable breach, and in- 
tend to avoid even the symbols 
of a puppet government. 


When Professor Lange was in 
Moscow a mission of underground 
leaders arrived from Poland. 
They were men who had fought 


German occupation and their mis- 
sion represented an _ all-compre- 
hensive cross-section of Polish 
politics. The Russians demand 
no other solution for Poland than 
a national coalition rabinet of the 
type of Czechoslovakia's. 

THE PLAN 

The plan is, that failing in 
agreement with the London gov- 
ernment, this underground will 
be empowered to form a Polish 
national government, with full 
sovereignty in the liberated areas. 

The first concrete expressions 
of that sovereignty will be the 
formation, on Polish soil, of a new 
and large Polish army. The So- 
viets are prepared to equip one 
million Poles with the most mod- 
ern weapons Russia can deliver. 

They will march under their 
own generals, under their own 
standards, and—most sensational 
of all—there was talk in Moscow 
that the Russians intend that 
they shall be the first troops to 
enter Berlin in a defeated Ger- 
many, even preceding the Rus: 
sians: the first to be attacked 
shall be the first to be victori- 
ous, driving home to the Ger. 
mans what it means to attack 
Poland!

Stalin’s answer to this ques:

The proof is that the Polish 
army already fighting with the 
Russian divisions on the German 
front is not Communist, nor prop- 
agandized by the Russians to be- 
come s0. 

The commander of that army, 
General Berling, is not a Commu: 
nist, nor even a Socialist. He 
fought beside Pilsudski in 1914 in 
the first Polish formations. And 
within the military necessities of 
the Red army the Polish forces 
are considered as independent, 
There are no political commis- 
sars, there is free discussion of 
political affairs with all the nor- 
mal contradictions that arise un- 
der such circumstances, there is 
by no means unanimity on every 
point with the Russians—except 
on the point that the new Po. 
land must be independent and 
sovereign. The Russians have 
proved to be tolerant of other de- 
viations. | 
WHAT OF FUTURE? 

And what does the Soviet gov- 
ernment conceive her future rela- 
tions with an independent Po- 
land to be? 

Does the Soviet government de- 
mand a permanent political and 
military alliance with Poland? 

The answer is again no. The 
Soviets would welcome it, but 
they do not demand it. 

They offer, in any case, and 
without any formal alliance, a 
permanent guarantee of Poland’s 
frontiers, both east and west. The 
Soviets regard the integrity of 
Poland’s western boundaries, once 
they are set, as a prerequisite 
for Soviet security against any 
renewed aggression from the 
west. It will be certain that any 
army violating Polish territory in 
the future will immediately en- 
counter the Russians as well as 
the Poles. 

Now, I have a strong impres- 
sion, and not without supporting 
evidence, that the Polish Prime 
Minister Mikolajczyk, would like 
to make this agreement.. He 
could undoubtedly get concessions 
for the government-in-exile on 
some points, even territorial, for 
the Soviets are prepared to dis- 
cuss the Polish claim to~ Lwow. 
The Soviets regard the surround- 
ing country as Ukrainian but do 
not deny the ethnographical nor

HYDE PARK, Sunday.—Some years ago, 
when our boys were young, they used to go 
out west occasionally and work on a ranch in 
summer, and one time three boys who had 
worked together, motored home in a rickety 
car with a puppy which one of them had ac- 
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quired on the way. They arrived with a very 
sad puppy dog, and were in a state of com- 
themselves, but they made the trip in such a

“At least one vegetable dinner a 
week” is a good rule to follow, 
especially in summer time when a 
wide array of crisp, colorful vege- 
tables tempts the homemaker.

Stretching Helps Slim Waist; 
Keeps Midriff Streamlined 


By Ida Jean Kain. 


There are two causes of waist- 
line duffel and here is a neat trick 
that puts a finger on which it is. 
Take a sturdy tape measure and 
a stout safety pin and fasten the 
tape around your waist. Draw 
the tape comfortably snug but 
don’t squeeze. Pin there. 


Now, try to make your waistline 
slimmer by pulling your waist out 
of your hips and your ribs out of 
your waist. (Center all the pull 
through .the middle of. your fig- 
ure.) How much slack in the tape 
can you take it up? If you can 
make it a full inch slimmer, then 
that part of your waistline overlap 
is due to slumping and the anti- 
dote is exercise and a better pos- 
ture. 

But if your waistline is to thick 
and you can’t make it any slim- 
mer by stretching, then the trou- 
ble is that excess calories have 
settled around your waist. It is 
generally conceded that square 
meals make round waists so you'll 
have to cut the corners on your 
three good squares. That means 
leaving off the second helpings, 
the desserts, and .the fattening 
trimmings. 

Whatever is wrong with your 
waist measure, a little exercise is 
all to the good. You can stretch

Anyway, Perry was quite an athlete at Boys’ High and his people 
had planned to send him to Georgia. Perry wanted to enlist in the 
Army, however, and he has served more than two years. 

Of all the sports he played, he places fencing at the top 
of the list as far as the value for wartime preparedness to 
an individual is concerned. 

“The thrust and parry are invaluable in man-to-man com- 
bat, when your enemy is armed with cold steel,” Perry 
declares. 

He also said his training in boxing, wrestling, basketball and 
football had been excellent preparation for the shock and nerve 
strain of war.

The complete regulations put 
into effect by the Georgia Public 
Health Department to prevent 
possible spread of an _ infantile 
paralysis epidemic from North 
Carolina to Georgia have been 
given by Dr. Dan Bowdoin, of the 
department. The regulations are: 


“Since it is a known fact that 
healthy people, adults as well as 
children, may become carriers of 
infantile paralysis, and since many 
of our young people are attend- 
ing summer camps in North Caro- 
lina in areas which may become 
involved in the present epidemic, 


we feel that a statement of policy | ‘

“Children and young people 
coming into Georgia from areas 
where the disease is prevalent will 
be quarantined for a period of 
three weeks. Children returning 
home from camps which now are 
in the epidemic area, or later 
may be, must obtain a release 
from the North Carolina State 
Health Department and must ob- 
tain travel permission from the 
Georgia State Health Department 
to return to this state. 


“In case permission is granted, 
return must be made by private 
automobile and the people riding 
therein must consider themselves 
under quarantine and report to 
their local health authority at 
their point of destination. Quar- 
antine for a period of three weeks 
will be imposed upon all such 
people with the exception of the 
bread-winner in the family, who 
must be isolated and remain away 
from the person in quarantine in 
the house.

900-pound polar bear chewed the 
right arm off Miss - Catherine 
Searles, 24-year-old daughter of a 
wealthy zinc manufacturer, early 


today when she and three com- 
panions capped a night club party 
by visiting Central Park zoo. 


Police said when the girl climb- 
ed over a threge-foot guard rail 
and waved a handkerchief through 
the steel bars of the bear enclos- 
ure the beast grasped her arm 
and gnawed it from fingertips to 
elbow. 


The arm later was amputated 
near the shoulder, Her condition 
was serious, but surgeons gave 
her a chance to live. 


Miss Searies, who had been ac- 
tive as a volunteer ambulance 
driver, resided in a Park Avenue 
apartment. Her parents, Mr. and 
Mrs. Henry Malcolm Searles, of 
Rahway, N. J., were called from 
their summer place at Lake Placid. 

Police told this story: 

Miss Searles had visited the 
Stork Club with socially promi- 
nent Cpl. Edward Cheney, of 
Manchester, Conn., on furlough 
from Camp Shelby, Miss.; William 
Chick, of Boston, and Miss Ger- 


trude Brady, daughter of New 
York City Auctioneer Henry 
Brady. 

The party decided to “see the 
animals” and entered the park 
zoo at about 2 a. m., halting in 
front of the enclosure where two 
seven-year-old polar béars, “Soc,” 
amale, and “Cony,” a female, 
were sleeping.. 

Cheney waved his garrison cap 
through the bars and “Soc” made 
a swipe at it with his huge paw, 
‘knocking it from the _ soldier’s 
hand. The men recovered the cap 
with a stick. 

Then Miss Searles waved her 
handkerchief. “Soc” caught her 
hand with a claw, pressed her 
against a bar of the cage and 
gnashed at her. He released his 
grip on the screaming young 
woman only when her horrified 
companions pushed flaming news- 
papers into his snout. 

Police took Miss Searles to a 
hospital, where she was given 
blood transfusions.

Enemy ‘Storms 
Into Hengyang 


CHUNGKING, July 17.—(>)— 
Fighting bitterly with little hope 
for relief, encircled Chinese troops 
in the Canton-Hankow rail junc- 
tion of Hengyang have thrown 
back fresh and heavy Japanese 
attacks on the city, but a second 
breakthrough has been made by 
the enemy in attacks from the 
southwest suburbs, the Chinese 
high command admitted tonight. 

A communique said a strong 
enemy force attacked in the sub- 
urbs last night and some stormed 
through as far as the city’s mu- 
nicipal hospital. The hospital and 
other original Chinese positions 
were retaken in counterattacks, 
per — said. 

o the south, in the Leiyang 
sector, the Chinese continued to 
attack, the comm ue said, but 
from Chaling, about miles east 
of Hengyang, the Japanese launch- 
ed another drive yesterday morn- 
r|ing. This force reached the north 
shore of the Chaling river, above 
any sea where it was attacked

Fighting continued northeast 
and no of Hengyang, in the 
Liling and Siangsiang sectors, 
and recapture of many important 
points along that line was claimed 
by the Chinese.

Allied Forces Reduce 


Tiddim Road Barrier 


SOUTHEAST ASIA COMMAND 
HEADQUARTERS, KANDY, Cey- 
lon, July 17 —P)—A formidable 
enemy barrier to the Allied ad- 
vance southward in India along 
the Tiddim road has been re- 
moved with occupation of a heavi- 
ly fortified village after it had 
been reduced by a tremendous 
artillery barrage, headquarters an- 
nounced tonight. : 

The village, Ningthouhong Kha 
Khunou, had been defended stub- 
bornly by the Japanese because of 
its importance as a block along 
the Tiddim road. But more than 
9,000 artillery shells were poured 
into the hamlet, and when troops 
of the Fifth Royal Kurkha Rifles 
moved in yesterday morning most 
of the Japangse garrison was 
found dead. 

Severe fighting had progressed 
for the entire past week for the 
little town, usually called Kha 
Khunou and distinct from 
thou Khong, some 500 yards to 
the northeast, which has been held 
for some time by the Allies. Much 
Japanese equipment was taken.

A 7,000-ton vessel was damaged 
heavily and a 1,500-tonner was 
sunk at Halmahera island, 300 
miles south of the southern Philip- 
pines, Thursday.
